teealled. Even when the Terrible

Editorial Comment: 

The notification whith 
‘appours in last Saturday's 
Guectle thet applications 
for liceticos to sell fresh 
meat, pork sud fish «ia premises approved 
by tho Sanituy Board, outside the markels, 
will be. <onidered by the Governor in 
Council, is a-tacit acknowledgment of the 
urgent nevesity of providing increased 
tnarket acconmedation. This is a matter 
which has frojuently been urged upon the 
Government.by the Colonial Votcrinary 
Surgeon, andin his annual report he gives 
afew figureslo substantiate his reasons fur 
so doing.. These figures show w loss of 
three stalls to the total market accommo 
dation of the City of Victoria during 
tho last forty years 3 although in that Ume 
tho population has increased from 49,730 
in 1859, -to 168,260 in 1899, and. the 
revenue from markets from $26,677.50 to 
$80,901.38. Su late as December last year 
Mr Ladd, its letter to the Sunitary Boani, 
pointed outthe neccssity of a market for 
the wholesale and retail dealers “in poultry 
and fresh fish, recommending that a site be 
retained “for this purposo on the Prays 
Reclamationin front of the present Central 
Market, and the Board. adopted. and for- 
warded the proposal tothe Government. It 
cannot be sail, therefore, that it is from 
want of advice that the Government now 
finds it nocssary to afford tho facilitiv® 
outside the markets for the sale of pro- 
visions ; anl it, would scem, with the 
revenue derived from stall ronts more 
than doublixz the cost of erecting ole 
of our markets, that there must be somo- 
thing clogging the administrative machine.
